[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The correction approach of a face image as it comes to obtain a correction face image 
by creating the image of two or more correction candidate faces with which the parallelism level 
to the face of choice differs by being the correction approach of a face image, determining the 
face of choice, and bringing a original face image close by the image processing to the image of 
this face of choice, and subsequently choosing from the image of the correction candidate face 
of these plurality. 

[Claim 2] The image of an assumption makeup face is created by being the makeup simulation 
approach, determining the face wishing (a), and performing an image processing to the image of 
the face of a made up person based on this face of choice, (b) The ideal makeup face which 
displays the assumption makeup face created above (a) on a monitoring screen etc., and a made 
up person desires from the inside is chosen and determined. And the makeup simulation 
approach which comes to contain drawing the method of makeup from the image of the ideal 
makeup face determined with (c) above (b) based on the makeup program set up beforehand. 
[Claim 3] It is the makeup simulation approach of making the condition of the light and darkness 
in a face into the keynote, and performing makeup simulation, (e) The image of an assumption 
makeup face is created by determining the face of choice and performing an image processing to 
the image of the face of a made up person based on this face of choice,

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EFFECT OF THE INVENTION 



[Effect of the Invention] According to the correction approach of the face image of this 
invention, it becomes possible to make advanced correction of a face image simply for a short 
time as mentioned above. Moreover, according to the makeup simulation approach thru/or the 
makeup approach of this invention, a made up person becomes possible [ giving makeup 
considered as a wish free for a short time ], and can utilize now effectively the possibility of 
makeup by a variety of cosmetics. 
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TECHNICAL PROBLEM 



[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] It aims at this invention being meant and made 
[ utilizing the above knowledge effectively and ]. and utilizing for the correction technique of the 
face image which photographed the above knowledge in the photograph especially, and enabling 
it to utilize for a makeup technique. 
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MEANS 



[Means for Solving the Problem] In this invention, it is performed as follows in correcting the 
face image picturized and obtained with the still camera or the video camera. By determining the 
face of choice first and bringing a original face image close by the image processing to the image 
of this face of choice, the image of two or more correction candidate faces to the face of choice 
with which parallelism level differs is created, and a correction face image is obtained by 
subsequently choosing from the image of the correction candidate face of these plurality. 
[0009] A model face can be used for the decision of the face of choice. Faces, such as favorite 
talent and an actor, can be used, and if it is the case where there is no liking of talent etc., the 
standard face of the beauty who got from two or more beauty faces currently beforehand 
created by the above-mentioned average theory etc. corresponding to the race, the race, etc. 
can be used for a model face. 

[0010] Moreover, in bringing a original face image close to the face of choice by deformation by 
the image processing, it is desirable to use the above-mentioned highlights theory. That is, it 
makes into importance to bring the condition of the highlights area in the face image which it is 
going to correct close to it of the face of choice. By doing in this way, a more beautiful desirable 
face is made and the contiguity to the face of choice also becomes easier. 
[001 1] Such a correction approach of a face image applies the theory about the gestalt of the 
above-mentioned face it is sensed that it is beautiful, thru/or is desirable. According to this 
approach, unlike the photograph correction technique in the former for which it mainly depended 
on handicraft, correction is automatable with electronic processing. And it is possible to bring 
about a bigger satisfaction level to a correction result. It can use that the approach by such this 
invention is useful to general photograph correction for the operation plan simulation in plastic 
surgery or a cosmetic surgery etc. as natural. 

[0012] next, the makeup simulation approach of this invention and this — business — by the 
used makeup approach, the face of choice is determined first. If the decision of the face of 
choice is the case where for example, makeup instructor teaches a made up person the method 
of makeup, to a made up person, instructor will hear the wish and will make it. Moreover, a model 
face can be used for the decision of the face of choice.
